FIRE DESTROYED 


. . . the object of a fond memory in my 
life this past week. I read where the steam­ 
ship Queen Elizabeth I burned and sank in 
Hong Kong harbor. 
In World War ll when German U Boats 
were plying the Atlantic destroying ships 
almost at will, the Allies discovered the 
convoy method proved to be about the saf­ 
est way to ply the ocean with troops and 
supplies. 
That is, with all ships except the two 
majestic Queens, Elizabeth and Mary. 
They challenged the German U Boat com­ 
manders alone, time and time again. 
One of those times was a stormy Febru­ 
ary in 1944 with me and some 20,000 other 
troops aboard the Queen Elizabeth. The 
Dip must have taken only eight days, but 
after what seemed a million zigs and zags 
(they said the correct terminology was e- 
vasive action) we landed in Glasgow, 
Scotland on old Lawrence's birthday, Feb­ 
ruary IO. 
And believe you me, after living eight 
days on candy bars, leaving half my stom­ 
ach in the Atlantic, and wondering how 
many submarines were lying in wait between 
the next zig and zag, that was the best 
birthday present this old country boy could 
have asked for. 
Stormy seas, crowded conditions, fear 
and a constant stomach ailment kept me 
from seeing much of the old girl on that 
voyage. But luck was with me. In August 
1945, I headed for home and guess how 
they sent me--on the Queen Elizabeth! 
This time the weather was perfect; we 
had less crowded conditions; and there were 
no zigs and zags with submarines lurking 
close by. 
This voyage took only five days. In fact 
the Captain attempted a record crossing but 
one of the fans gave him trouble about half­ 
way across and we missed it. 
I wandered aiound the ship, my eyes 
bugging out at the enormous ballroom areas, 
ornate, winding staircases and reading
